The Conventlon of the representstives o Baoks fa the
difierert Siates of the Corfederacy met at Augusta, Ga.,
on Morday, and adjourned® on Tueslay everiog of thia
weck. ‘There were representatives of bapks from North
Caroling, Boath 'arolioa, lfoorgi; and Tennessee. Neither
Virginia. Fl rida, Alabama, Mi-si=sippi nor Loulslags were
rapresented . G. PamsLsy, Beq., of the Commercial
Bauvk, and Wx. A. Waiaar, B q , of thd Cape Fear Bank,
were the on'y delegates from North Carolina. Th. tellow-
ing i« the plan agreed upen by the A& ugusta Cocveniion,
whick is substantially the same asthit propoused by the
#5ath Carolina banks, of which plan M. Q. MorDECaI, of
Charleston was the suthor; -

Whereas, ¢ xperience has demonstrated that ihe duoss to
be collecied by the Government and or which Treasury
notes are made recelvable, are inalequate to absorlh a waf-
ficient amcunt of the notes, t¢ prevent the cvils of an in-
creased papér currency, and it 18 deemed essentlal to the
interests of the people and of the Geverpment, that mea-
gares be adopted by the Goveruvment to redeers or fund the
eutire amount of the aid issuss, or so much thereof as ehall
redace the sum of the currescy to two hundred millions or
less. For the accomplishiuert of this cbject the following
measurss R e reccmmended to the ceuntry and the Govern-
mert by this Conventlion.

Thomp-
gon has bis two sisters living with him, aod scting as
schnolmarms.  JTle says that a regiment of white troops
is statioved at Mr. Tom Baynard’s, aud arother at Barn-
wcll’s brick houss. Th:ge regimeuts are relieved every
we k ; and from these two points, us centres, the encmy
throw cut tie'r pickets. Frem Jaly 5th to the middle
of Oclober, there were but 3008 troops on Beaufort
and PPuria Island, and in that peighborhood. Bat, dn-
rivg the lust three weeks, hoavy reinforcements had ar-
rived—some from Morris Islacd, but the bulk of them
from the North.

Ar evr OLp Caxrsox THE RAPIDAN,
November 10th, 1863. }
To the Editor of the Exammer :

A history of the misfortune which befell our brigade
on the sliernoon of Saturday, the Tth just., is due to the
fricnds of the uufortunate officers acd soldiers at home.
I therefore bez leave to offer, for the “Information of
such, ouly such information as I ave been able to gath-
er from the officers who escaped : On Friday, the Louis-
iana brigade, under Brigadier General Hayes, was sent
across the Rippahacoock to act as a picket guard at
the point where the railroad from Culpeper Court House
to Munassas crosses the Rappabaunock. Whilst the
enemy beld this road during the latter part of the sim-
mer ke hud thrown up a line of breastworks from a
point a short distance below the end of the railroad
bridge, cu the other side, which woks faced (rom the
river and exteuded some distance up, and divergiog
from the river.

The Lounisianians oceupied the lower part of these
works. The posioon bridge, the oniy place ol crossiog
tor iufantey, boing npon theie left, aud about one hun-
dred yauds ubove where the railroad bridge had been
burped. At balf-pust 2 o'clock, P. M., the loug roll
was beat in our encampment, and every man fi- for daty
called spon-to fall in ; we knew not why, us we bad Bo
artillery, the day being quite wirdy, and our camp
being about six miles from the river. The whole of
Eatly’s division was marched rapidly to the river.—
Brigadicr General Hoke's brigade of three regiments,
the Sixih, Fitty fonrth and Fifty-seventh, tow com-
manded by Colonel A. U, Godwio, formerly first pro-
voat marshal of Richmood,» was ordered over the
riv.ir to occupy the extreme left of the breast-
works. ‘T'his brigade crossed the river under a beavy
fite of artillery, (lor the Louisiaians were already
sustaining & fturivus five from several batteries).—
This fire from the eartillery apd sharpshooiers was
kept up uatil after sunset. ‘i'he other two brigades of
Qe«neral Farly’s division, commanded by Brigadier
Generals Gordon and Pegram, were beld ia pogition on
:Lis side of the river. By sunset the enémy had ex-
fended his lines, in the form of o ball noon, so as to en-
velop our forces enlircly, his right and left resting en
the river above and below. At the same time he bad
formed three linea of attack, one behind the other, to
assanlt the works held by Ueneral Hayes and the right
of Hoke’s brigade. ‘The sun had gone down when this
terrible onset was made. Although the odds were
greatly against us, and we bad only foar picees of ur-
tillery on that side of the river, our men received the
shock as brave men only do. The Louisianians foaght
with desperation. 'The enemy’s front line was tora to
pivees and scattered in eonfusion. Being reintorced by
the second and third lines, the enemy again advauced
upon the works, and by overpowering numbers, leaped
the works into the diteh, and came to a haod-to-hand
fight.

“Oar brave men, being thug so greatly outnumbered,
were compelled to yield. Somz sarrendered ; others
rushed to tke pontoon and «ecaped ; some others, be-
ing cut off from tbat, planged into the river below and
swam across, a few being diowued. Geveral Hays es-
caped after he bad surrendered. Cols. Monagsn and
Peck swam the river.  More than half this brizade are
miseiog. The cxtreme right of Geueral Hoke’s bri-
gade tought with equal valour and shared am'm'il_ur Ia_m.
‘I'he posseasion of the works held by the Louisianains
gave the enemy poasession ol the pontoon bridge, sod
thus cot off General Hoke’s brigade f.om any escape
except by awimming. Our extrcme right being thrown
back, the brave Colonel Godwio, although sarrcunded
on all sides, except ou ths river side, atill fought oa, and
when compe'lz=d to yield ground to overwhelming odds,
fell back with a force of about seventy five men, still
returning the ensmy’s fire, and refns:d to surreuder ua-
til fizhting was useless _

Licutenant Colorel Tateard Majn York, Captaius
McPherson und Ray and Lieateuant Mebane, of tie
Sixth, with Captain Adams, of the staf], h.'uko_ away
and es.aped over the bridge in the darkness. Licuten-
ants Wiillisms, Swith aud Fitzzerald, of the Fifty-
toarth ; B:own, of the Sixth; with a few others, lung-
«d 16to the river and swsm galdy over ; bat, -uaforiun-
ately others were drowoed.  Lieat, ol H. Junes,,er.,
of the Fifty-seventh, and Captain W hite, of the Sixth,
planged in to swim, but the colduess of the water com-
pelled them to put back.
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The casualtiea of our brigade are small in ‘kilh d und |

wounded. Adjntant Mebace, of the Sixth, wounded in
arm and side ; Wihiam Jobnston, Captain White's
company, weauded in thigh, severely, thoueh vo* mor
taily ; Sergeaut Crisman, Uapteia Hooper's company,
kilikd. The brigade is slmost acuihilated. The Fifty
fourth regiment bas only captain (Pascball) kft, with
five licutenants, aud ebout fifteen men remaining. The
fragments of the brigade are now collected under (he
command of Lientenant (lolonel Tate, of the Sixth, and
attached 1o the Louisiana brigade. These Ir:gments
now ngmber about two buodred and seventy five mea.—
This is a serious disaster, 8o far as cur leslings are con-
cerned, but it does not shake our hopes as to success.—
‘I'his #ad affair toovk placa in the presence of General
Lee and Major-Geeneral Karly, who liad arrived on this
side the river.

‘The loss of the encmy has been serious, £s the ground
in front of our wcrks was hiteraliy covered with his dead.
At midoight on Saturday pight Gen. Lee began to
full back. Oa Sunday morpingz he formed the line of
batlle beyord Culpeper; but although the encmy had
forced the guard at Kelly's Ford, aod conpglled Gen.
Rhbodes to fall back with a loss of two hoodred men-
killed, wonuded and missing—yet no sltack was made
on us by the infanotry. In the afternoon the encmy’s
cavalry attacked Gen. Wilcox’s Prigade, and were bad
ly cut up. Daring Sauday night Gen. Lce tell back to
his old position’ south of the Rapid Ann.
